3UBJPCTt S urvey of the Central Intelli£enc® Agency 

1. I have alreadj'' sent you a ■memcrandmrt with the terms 
of tliB resolution of the Itetlonal Security Council providing that a 
survey slioald be siade of the acti.vities of the Central Intelligence 
Agency and its relationship to other Dspartiaents and Agencies, 

2. As a result of our further discussions on this sul>- 
^ect, it Ttiair be holpful if I set forth Ky understanding regarding the 
scope of the s'lanrey and the p3?ocedures to be followed. 

, 3. The survey will ccnprlss primarily a thoroiigh and 

comprelsensive examination of the structure, aiimlnl strati on, actlvitieB 
and inter-agency relationships of the Central Intelligence Agency as 
outlined in the resolution of thf; National Security Counciu, It vd.ll 
also include an examination of svich intelligence activities of ot^ier 
Govemracnt Departments and A-gencies as relate to the luitional secur- 
ity, in order to make reconi-nendatlons for their effective operation 
and over-all coordination, subject to the understanding that the group 
will not engage in an actxial ph^'oical cxandnatlon of departraental in- 
telligence operations (a) outside of i'ashington or (b) in the collec- 
tion of co.mrauniceti ons intelligence. On behalf of the National Secur- 
ity Council I will undertake tc sce)c the cooi>eraticn in this survey of 
those Crcvsrnment Departments and Agencies not represented on the Coun- 
cil wi'tlcb have an interest In intelligence as rela'tes to national se- 
curity. 

L. It should be understood^ that the survey of the Central 
Tnieiripence Aii’ency and its relationship to other Departraents and Agen- 
cies ’iclll l>8 done for and vsn, t’'"i the autfiorlty of the hatxonal beoiirity 
Council. The smvey of the intelligence activities of tiie 'Departiaeats 
of State, the A.n’y, the Davy, and the Air Force, however, will be for 
and with the authority of the respective heads of those Departments.
